The Melodious " Euphony." 
An InttTPSln^ Hist«y. 

One of the most melodious 
6-8's tunes ever composed is the 
popul.tr "Enohony." True (v/ritcs 
a correspondent), it may not 
please tho.«e who have no mind 
for any but syllable tunes, but it 
las Satisfied many others who 
prefer melody to statcliness. 

Henry Dennis was born at 
Tickenhill in Derbyshire. He en- 
tered the ^lioir of the Baptist 
Chanel at such an early age that 
he was compelled to stand on the 
scat durinir the singing to allow 
of his voice setting over the pcw- 
front. He became a skilful violin 
player, and such was his eager- 
ness to excel that when driving 
a1>out from place to place in the 
course of business he would be 
continnally exercising his fingers 
to keep them inipple. 

The melody of "Euphony" 
came to him whilst he was en- 
gaged in a cricket-match in 1843. 
it was first published in 1850 in

(These were the days 
of "repeat" tunes ) It was orig- 
inally called "Euphonia," the 
name being shortened to "Eup- 
hony" by the composer himself, 
Dennis lived to an honoured 
old age, and when the news of 
his deatii was announced, the vil- 
lage band came and played soft- 
ly in front of his house the beau- 
tiful tunc that had made his 
name famous, whilst on his mar- 
ble tombstone in the Baptist 
cemetery at Hugglescote his 
friends have carved a violin and 
an open scroll on which are en- 
graved the first two lines of 
"Enphony." — Bandsman, Song- 
ster, and L. O.

The General Coming Next Fall. 
"The Coniiuissioucr i hanked 
all for the warm welcome accord- 
ed liiiu. lie thanked thn Con- 
troller for presiding, and the Sal- 
valionisls lor ihcir good wishes 
and cx;iressions of loyalty. He 
brought a message of greeting 
from" The t'ieneral, and announc- 
ed that the veteran founder of 
the .Army inlcnds visiting Can- 
ada next fall. The General is al- 
luo.st blind, - but enjoys good 
health, and allliough nearly 82 
years of age. works rcgidarly 
about si-\ieeu hours every day. 
His heart. the Commissioner 
said, is still true to his life's pur- 
pose, and his mental faculties 
clear and alcrL 

"The Commissioner referred to 
the fact that the Hotel Mctropole 
was opened in St. Alexander 
street about two years ago, and 
gave some statistics regarding 
the work done there in. that 
period. Beds had been supplied 
to lodgers 145,000 times; 126,000 
meals had been served; 293 re- 
ligious meetings for the men had 
been held, at which nearly twen- 
ty thotisand had attended, and 
throng which "4 professed con- 
version. . Temporary employment 
had been found 6,484 times, and 
no permanent jobs had been se- 
cured for the men. In connec- 
tion with the prison work, 859 
prisoners, bad been visited in the 
jail and penitentiary; 368 were 
met on their disclai^e, meals. 
beds, clotliing, and lodgings tiad 
been - supplied them, and in - 18S 
cases employment was provided 
for tlicm. During the t\vo years 
eight men have died in the Mct- 
ropole. and several of them given 
suitable burial by the Army after 
their last days had been bright- 
ened by the consolation' of the 
Gospel and the ministrations of 
the Army Offifcers. The .Com- 
missioner -thanked Major Taylor 
and his staff for their splendid 
self-denying efforts, which had 
brought about such satisfactory 
results. Many interesting stories 
of reformed lives could be told by 
the Officers. The Commissioner 
related only one. The Commis- 
sioner added that there were now 
two thousand five hundred Offi- 
cers engaged in the social depart- 
ment of the Army's work, and 
next May the Army's first So- 
cial" congress would be held at 
which five hundred delegates 
were expected to gather for coun- 
sel. 

"The Commissioner gave a 
brief resume of his work in the 
International Training College, 
in South Africa and in Scandin- 
avia since he was last stationed- 
in Canada nearly nineteen years 
ago. He also related how, rc-^ 
ccntly» the City of London ac-; 
quired Mile End Waste, for a

, marked the spot where General 
^Bootli. started bis work as an

But Bibles 
in the old davs \vcrc' surclv 
Biblcs. 

■ "One of the most beatuiful vol- 
umes ill the collection is; a copy 
of the A'lilgate in Latin from the 
shop of Robcrtns Stcphanus in 
Pari:;. It was printed in 1740. 
and is really a superb bit 01 work. 
The binding is esjieciallv beauti- 
ful, being in while vellinu with 
an inlay of red leather in the' 
shape of a Maltese cross. The 
paper and priiitinpr arc excellent. 

'"The chain Bible is a fine old 
copy of the Hebrew Scriptures. 
It is a sturdy vohune bound iu 
vclhitu. and the cliaiii is of iron 
and of goodly size. It looks 
strong enough 10 hold a ship. 

"There, arc two Jewish scrolls. 
one on leather, and one 011 parch- 
ment. They are fine piircts of 
work of the kind, especially the 
smaller roll on parchment, which 
is oniainentcd wiili some beauti- 
ful brass filagree work. 

"Of the English Bibles. AVick- 
liffe's is the oldest represented. 
But the bulky, modem voliunc is. 
of course, merely a reprint from 
the ancient inanuscritit. .Xs a 
matter of fact, though Wicklifie 
made his traii,=;iaiion iu 13S0. it 
was not printed till 1S50. The 
language of the book is, of' 
course, very archaic, and to a 
mo<lem it makes verj- difficult 
reading. 

"T^^ndale's Bible is also to be 
seen in a ino<lern reprint. In this 
case, there is a reproduction of 
the first twelve sheets of Tyn- , 
dale's Testament, wnth which 
that doughty sttident made his 
escape when his piaiit was seized 
by the authorities and destroyed, 

"The Coverdale Bible comes 
next in order, and the exhibition 
contains a careful reproduction^ 
of tliat volume. The old book 
seems tq have been really a fine 
piece of book- making, though it 
was . the first complete • Bible 
printed in English, .The transla- 
tion was made by Miles Cover- 
dale, Bishop of Exeter, and was 
the first Bible sanctioned by 
royal ' authority. The original 
edition was published in 1335. 

"The Rogers" or. 'Matthews' 
Bible, as it _ was called, by John 
Rogers, superintendent of the 
English' chui-ches in Germany, 
was^ pi^blislKd with notes under 
theTficfitious name of -Thomas 



tliis Bibi^is also included in the 
exhibition. ' 

"But the big Cranmer Bible, 
which is one of the most inter- 
esting exhibits, is a copy of the 
original edition of 1530. And it 
is a beautiful book, the printing 
being as clear as ever, and the 
paper just, mellowed by age. Mo^ 
deni paper will scarcely last as 
well. This version is the Cover- ' 
dale translation, corrected by 
Archbishop Craunicr. In |549 
every parish church was ciijoiiied 
to possess a copy niuler penalty 
01 a fine of forty shillings a 

UU^Illll. 

■■.\notlicr valuable and inter- 
esting original edition, is that ot 
^Matthew i'arkcr"? Bible, which is 
also known as "The Great Bible" 
— probably in reference to its 
tremendous size. This was pub- 
lished in ihc reign of Henry 
VI I L. under the care oi .'\rchbi- 
shoji I'arker and his staff. 

"There is also a copy of the 
Geneva Bible, which was trans- 
lated and published in that ■ eity ■ 
by English exiles. This Bible is 
also known as the "Bvceches 
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Page of the Famous 
Bible. 



Bible,"' on account of the pecnliar 
rendering of a verse in Getiesis : 
'The eyes of them both w-ere 
opened — and 'they sowed, figge-' 
trec leaves together, and made 
themselves breeches.' This and 
the Parker Bible were. the ininie- 
diate predecessors of the Author- 
ized Version. . 

. .'"But interesting, as arie these 
old English Bibles, and great, as 
is the part which they have help- 
ed to play in the Jiistory of. re- 
ligion, .Canadians. would perhaps 
be even more interested in the 
display of Bibles which have fig- 
ured in historic times in this 
country. The oldest Canadian 
Bible in the exhibition is that of 
. an edition of the Vulgate brought 
to Canada by a French priest !•> 
1620. There is also a Huguenot 
versioit which .came to'Amprica'
